COAL VAUIE 
FOR DUTY SET 

Ottawa. March 16.—Value for | 
duty of bituminous coal shipped 
Into Canada has been fixed by 
Hon. E. B. Ryckman, Minis! er of 
National Revenue, at 91 n ton for 
slack coal and fl.75 for run-uf- 
mlne. 

The order-ln-councll provides there 
values are to apply to the point of 
production, and when the coal is 
brought into Canada from a diversion 
or intermediate distributing point, all 
charges to such intermediate point arc 
to be added to the value for Uut 7 pur¬ 
poses. 

Effect of the order-ln-councll Is that 
If coal Is brought into Canada on a 
cost basis or less than 91 for slack or 
$1.35 for run-of-mine at the point of 
production, the dumping clauses of the 
Customs Act will apply and the differ¬ 
ence will accrue to the government In 
the form of customs duty. The ordin¬ 
ary duty rate of 50 cents a ton on bit¬ 
uminous imports remains unchanged. 

The new provisions are not to apply 
to Importations bona fine purchased 
and In transit Do Canada on or before 
March 14. 

Value for duty purposes follows a 
series of representations made to the 
government by bituminous producer^ 
in this country, who claim they have 
suffered as a result of unfair competi¬ 
tion. The action by the minister is 
expected by them to have an effect on 
production of both Nova 8cotia and 
Alberta mines.

MACDONALD’S 
MAJORITY ON 
VOTE IS TEN 

British Commons Divides 178 
to 168 on Conservative 
Motion 

London. March 16.—The majority 
,»f the Maoimnald government In 
the House -of Commons shrank to 
ten to-day when an amendment by 
the Conservatives to the section of 
the Electoral Reform Bill dealing 
with university constituencies was 
rejected 178 to 168. 

The amendment provided that 
Queen’s University In Belfast, should 
be excluded from the general abolition 
of university constituencies for which 
the bill calls. 

[ The government was declared by ob¬ 
servers to face a possibility of defeat 
this evening in a final division of the 
House at the end of debate. 

TO BE ABOLISHED 
The section under argument involves 
the representation in Parliament of 
certain universities, including Oxford 
and Cambridge, whose graduates are 
now permitted to vote and send a 
member of their own to Parliament. 
The bill calls for abolition of Xhese 
constituencies. 

Certain Liberals and the full strength 
of the Conservative Party are opposed 
to the measure and this afternoon’s 
division on the amendment Indicated 
a close vote. 

Although a defeat would be a blow 
to the government's prestige, lt Is not 
deemed likely Premier MacDonald 
would regard It as a matter calling for 
his resignation, since no broad general 
principle la Involved.

RAILWAY APPEALS SHAWN1GAN 
LAKE FIRE DAMAGE AWARD

Vancouver. March 16. — From a 
judgment ordering it to pay 914.383 to 
L. J. Whitaker of Victoria for fire 
damage on April 2. 1930, to buildings 
owned by him at Shawnigan Lake, the 
Esqulmalt and Nanaimo Railway Com¬ 
pany Is appealing to the B.C. Court 
of Appeal. 

The trial Judge. Mr. Justice W. A. 
Macdonald, held the fire had come 
from a blaze on the defendant’s right- 
of-way and that the rail company had 
negligently started the fire and care¬ 
lessly controlled lt.

Objections to Levy on $12 
Weekly May Result in Mini¬ 
mum Being Raised 

Although Conservative speakers

per cent tax on Incomes over 912 
with exemptions only for those In¬ 
comes derived from farming, the 
wave of protest as evidenced by 
resolutions passed by organizations 
In ninny parts of British Columbia 
will result In further exemptions, 

It Is freely forecast. 

Criticism against the tax is reported 
to have been voiced by Conservatives 
who have not expressed their views ii> 
the Legislature and these it is be¬ 
lieved will result In exemptions being 
granted for married men up to 91.200 
or 91.600 a year. It Is also expected 
that a higher figure than 912 a week 
will be set before the one per cenO 
levy Is collected from unmarried per¬ 
sons. No announcement has been 
made from the government, the matter 1 
being still under consideration. Tha 
exemptions now discussed are noft 
taken to mean that only Income tax 
will be paid on the amount earned 
over 91.200 or 91.500. The one per cent 
tax would apply on the wbole amount 
but on no salaries less than thooa 
amounts. 

Some objections have been voloed to 
farmers being entirely exempt from 
the new levy and the argument ha» 
been advanced that farmers should 
pay on that portion of their earning* 
which does not go back Into their 
farms.

T he machinery of the com- 

bines Investigation Act of Canada has 
been invoked by Vancouver in its fight against 
the legislation already in force, and amendments 
proposed at the' present session of the House, 
regarding the distribution of milk in that city. 
In his representations to Ottawa, Mlyor Taylor 
declares that this legislation has placed Vancou¬ 
ver at the mercy of a combine dominated by 
the milk producers’ organization of the Fraser 
Valley, and that the situation embodies all the 
conditions required for the application of the 
federal Combines Investigation Act. Hon. 
Gideon Robertson, Dominion Minister of Labor, 
whose department administers the combines law, 
has announced his intention of initiating a pre¬ 
liminary inquiry to determine whether or not 
a commissioner should be appointed to go into 
the whole business. 

The preliminary inquiry is more or less su¬ 
perficial, but an investigation by a commissioner, 
which often follows a preliminary inquiry, 
raises the issues involved into national promi¬ 
nence. If the commissioner reports that a com¬ 
bine exists within the meaning of the act, a 
number of remedies are available to the federal 
authorities. If the commodities involved in the 
inquiry are protected by a tariff, the protection 
can be withdrawn. But the Bennett govern¬ 
ment is not likely to resort to this remedy, even 
for the sake of Vancouver. More serious still, 
however, is the provision*that on the information

INCOME TAX 


G reat Britain's registrar. 

General reports that last year's, death 
rate in England and Wales was the lowest on 
record, and that the increase in population by 
excess of births over deaths was no less than 
194,033. The infant mortality rate of sixty 
per thousand also was the lowest on record. 

It would be foolish for the casual observer 
of these facts, especially at this 'distance, to 
attempt to account for a record low death rate, 
a stable birth rate, and a record low infant 
mortality rate in a country which has just passed 
through the worst period of economic depression 
in many years. 

Gradual improvement of bousing conditions, 
the adoption of more modem means of sani¬ 
tation, more up-to-date social services generally, 
unquestionably have played an important part 
in tljis better showing in vital statistics. 

Britain's much maligned climate does.not 
seem to have had any effect upon tb* physical 
resistance its people hav* been able to offer 
to its rigors. And perhaps a people bard up 
are more careful of their health, for obvious 
reasons, than they are when times are good. 

However, the Registrar-General's report is 
at least one cheerful bit of news from a Country 
that has more troubles than enough.'

B efore he left for his home 

in Germany, Professor Einstein spoke to 
a large radio audience on the subject of Pales¬ 
tine. particularly the problem of reconciling the 
differences between the Jews and the Arabs. 
What had been done towards realizing the 
Zionist ideal since 1921, in his opinion, was 
“a fine piece of successful constructive work." 
and he thought the last statement of the British 
government "signifies a return to a more equit¬ 
able appreciation of our cause; this we gratefully 
acknowledge.” 

Professor Einstein followed this statement 
Kith another that is significant in itself, not 
only for its obvious implications, but also for 
the spirit it reflects. He considers the recent 
Crisis in Palestine has taught the Jews that the 
problem of bringing about a satisfactory co¬ 
operation between themselves and the Arabs "is 
jot England's problem, but our problem. We. 
that is the Jews, and the Arabs, must ourselves 
come to an agreement upon a course adapted to 
the needs of both peoples, and leading to a 
profitable life together." 

We are living in a time when co-operation 
is the comer-stone of progress, no matter whether 
it applies to a community, a nation, or the world 
at large. Although the Moslem population of 
Palestine outnumbers that of the Jews by more 
than sit to one. Dr. Einstein says “a just solu¬ 
tion of this problem, a solution worthy of both 
peoples, would bring us closer to the achieve¬

Procedure 3.—Cover the pan closely, 
cook slowly turning the pan frequently 
to Insure even cooking on the bottom. 
When well-puffed and almost firm re¬ 
move the cover and finish cooking. 
ORANGE OMELET 

Grated rind of 1-3 of an orange. 1 
tablespoon orange Juice, 1 egg. 2 table¬ 
spoons powdered sugar. Vs cup butter 
Beat the yolk of the egg and add the 
orange rind and Juice. Add the sugar. 
Fold in the beaten white and cook as 
a plain omelet. Fold the omelet. 
Sprinkle thickly with powdered sugar. 
FRENCH OMELET 
Four eggs. 4 tablespoons water, salt, 
cayenne and 1 tablespoon butter. 
Beat the eggs and seasonings thor¬ 
oughly. Melt the butter In a hot pan 
and pour the mixture into the pan. 
When the mixture begins to cook next 
to the pan. lift It with a fork so that 
the uncobked portion may flow under¬ 
neath and be cooked. Repeat until It 
Is all of a creamy consistency. Brown 
the bottom, fold or roll on to a hot 
platter.

In an attempt to keep the taxes 
In the municipality as low as pos¬ 
sible, the Esqulmalt council will 
go over Its tentative estimates for 
1931 for the first time this eve¬ 
ning.

Mounted Police Detective Tells 
of Police Trap as Second 
Trial Opens 

With Douglas McLorne McGibbon. 
chief narcotic squad detective of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, re¬ 
peating the details of the raid he engi¬ 
neered with the aid of a stool pigeon 
on an alleged opium Jc.nt on Herald 
Street, the second trla] of Leong Sue. 
charged as opium seller, opened in the 
Supreme Court to-day before Chief 
Justice Morrison and a Jury. 

The Jury disagreed at the end of the 
first trial last week and the presiding 
Judge. Mr. Justice Gregory ordered a 
new trial. 

W. C. Moresby. K.C., prosecuting 
attorney. In his opening address to the 
Jury to-day. said that the police had 
laid a trap to catch Leong Sue and 
to do this had brought Into the 
case a stool pigeon or police spy. 

McGibbon testified that he gave the 
1 police agent marked money with which 
to enter the house and buy opium and 
that he had brought him decks of 
opium each time. He admitted that 
when the police, following this, raided 
the house and searched the Inmates; 
as well as the premises, they were! 
unable to find any traces of the 
marked money or of any opium. 

After the detective told of the police 
trap and the raid, the Chief Justice 1 
adjourned the court and led the Jury 
down to Chinatown to se« the alleged 
opium joint for themselves. 

After the Inspection, the court re¬ 
ceased for lunch and the case Is being 
continued this afternoon.

He ex¬ 
plained the board's relsJuns to any proposed world wheat pool, or efforts of 
other countries to stabilise wheat prices, would be so confined to Allow their 
national grain sales agency to harmonize Its programme with the world pro¬ 
gramme. 

"It is the Impression among the trade tha' until the large surpluses of ex¬ 
port countries are reduced, or news factors develop, such as serious damage to 
crops, a material advance Is not to be expected.” The Chicago Tribune says 
to-day. 

“The supply and demand situation In wheat never stood ou. more strongly 
as a bearish factor In wheat than at present. Indications are that there will 
be another large carry-over In the 17.8. and Canada at the end of this season, j 
Eg lmute* of the carry-over In the U.8. run from 323,000,000 to 330,000,000 1 
bushels, and In Canada 100,000,000 to 123,000,000. 

"Corn reserves In the nine surplus states, as given by the government re-| 
port for March 1, were 506,787,000 bushels, compared with 681,028,000 bushels 
last year. It Is considered the smallest farm supply for years and the most 
bullish statement .hat has ever been Issued by the government." 

"The wheat market becomes oversold or overbought easily,” The Journal l 
of Commerce to-day says. "It Is generally believed that there will be no major 
price movement for the present. Demand from Europe is expected to Improve. 
Although domes Ic news Is bearish, how much of an Influence the European 
demand will be, remains to be seen.”

Moscow, March 16 .—A new propoeal 
to emphasize the dictum of “only thoee 
who work may eat’* was presented yes¬ 
terday to the All-Union Congress here. 
It consists of plana for reorganization 
of all collective farms In Soviet Rus¬ 
sia along lines which seemingly re¬ 
semble capitalistic methods but which 
are expected to achieve results in out¬ 
put far exceeding the Five-Year Plan. 

In presenting the propoeal to the 
Congress, Commissar of Agriculture 
Yakublev said the communal farm 
movement already was a success with 
more than 9.000.000 peasant families 
having Joined the farms. However, he 
added, officials admitted there were 
numerous defects and unsolved prob¬ 
lems In the present system. 

Under the new scheme, the Com¬ 
missar of Agriculture said the most 
difficult question—equalization of la¬ 
bor—was expected to be answered by 
introduction of the "piece work” sys¬ 
tem In more than 85,000 collectives. 
The standard of wages would be fixed 
In either money or commodities so 
the man who worked hard would re¬ 
ceive more than the man who did not.
